Equality in Pay. 


It happens in our schools and it happens in our industrial 


life. . The salary of certain employes is scaled down because 
they happen to wear skirts instead of smoking a pipe. Man, 
who made the laws, scheduled the pay roll and did all these 
other things to make the world just and equal, ordained that he 
should receive more pay than a woman, because he happens to 
be a man. 


There seems little justice in this way of looking at employ- 


ment. There is no reason why women cannot occupy certain 
positions of men and do it as capably .as they. In our schools, 
the natural tendency of woman to be interested,in children 
should make her a better guide in the formative period of their 
lives. Women are more patient; they are more sensitive to the 
'delicate changes in the mind and disposition of children." Na- 
ture intended them to be the guides of our growing genera- 
tions. She is far better adapted to conduct them through 
school than man. 


Of course, we are faced with the argument that woman- 


weaker woman—is incapable of dealing with some of the 
problems of school life; the problem of corporal punishment. 
Without departing from the argument in the least, the writer 
can testify that there are women teachers who can produce as 
much impression upon the growing youth as men. But the 
argument of providing men for displinary purposes falls flat 
because, if we.needed man for his brute force as a corrector of 
those who fracture our school laws, there is no need of making 
him a high salaried official, but hire a prize fighter or any men- 
tally degenerate at a low figure who can produce all the brutal- 
ity necessary. 
-

But brutality is not needed. It is pure guiding influence the 


child should have and woman is the one for that, and, for that 
service, she should be paid justly. 


The same rule applies to all forms of employment. When 


.woman takes the place of man, she should have man's pay. 


The Rough Road of Life. 


The road of life is just about as we make it; though, in spite 


of all we can do, there are rough spots. There are stumbling 
blocks; there are pitfalls; there are quicksands. All these are 
found along the way and sometimes in increasing proportions 
as we journey forward. Life cannot always be a dream; it 
should not be one continuous fairy tale. It must have its stern 
realities and its impressive object lessons.

But because these conditions are natural, there is no reason 


why we should make the way harder. Too many of us sit 
around and grumble because the way is hard; some spend a 
greater part of their time making excuses for their inability to 
move forward. If you were traveling, along 'a country road 
and found a rock confronting you, would you think to remove 
it by finding fault with the man or condition that left it there. 
You would get out of your conveyance and remove the stone, 
not-even placing it back again for the next traveller to stumble 


°VSo too on the road of life. We should not delay action by 
finding fault with conditions, but get busy and remove them. 
If it is a rough spot in the road, smooth it out; smooth it out, 
not only for yourself, but for those who follow you. You will, > 
by this act, receive the commendation of all those who follow.

^sleeping after the long, hard struggle of life. Not that she 
'did not share the pleasures and comforts it affords, but the 
road of all mothers is hard. 'Perhaps, she has laid down to rest 
beside the pathway of life and you are far from faie spot.

N. H. Senate Committee Urges PeoaSty 


'Concord, X. H., March 1—Amend- 


j jncnts to the senate anti-daylight sav- 
; ing bill introduced in a new draft in 
|- the senate today with a favorable re- 
\ port, exempts the railroad from the 
| penalty clause,, if schedules are ap- 
; proved by the public service commis- 


sion. 


Schedules are arranged to conform 


; to daylight saving laws in other states 


provided the state public service com- 
mission approves the changes. A line 
o£ ?1000 or one year's imprisonment 
is imposed for persons in cities or 
towns of the state who use other than 
standard time. 


Several cities in the state have been 


;. accustomed to adapt their time to 


the Massachusetts- standard. The bill 


now pending is the same as that pass- 
ed two years ago. The present law, 
however, having no penalty provision 
and including the railroads operating 
In the state in the prohibition. 


The house today passed a bill ap-

In 1922, the taxes actually collected 


from real estate amounted to over 
511,000,000, whereas the 'taxes collect- j 
ed from bonds and notes, bank stocks j 
and from money on hand amounted to 
less than $300,000. 


In 1922, intagible.property, exclud- 


ing the savings bank tax. returned 
for taxation, amounted to two and 
one-tenth per cent of all the tangible 
property in the state. On the other 
hand, real estate alone represented 
about SO per cent of the total value 
of the state.

HOME BUILDING 


INCREASED IN 1922 


Chicago.—Building ot homes in the 


midwest in 1922 surpassed all previous 
history lor the section, according to 
available preliminary reports on the 
year. A few sections reported no in- 
crease as compared with previous rec-' 
ords, but nearly all indicated building 
boom under way. 


In Chicago building permits were is- 


sued to a value of $225,742,000, an in- 
crease of $100,000 over the 
previous 


year. 
The rush of January permits 


pointed the possibility 
of an even 


greater building year in 1023. In 1922 
Chicago built 
6,2 SO residences and 


3.653 apartments. 


An open winter was a factor in 


keeping up building in much of the 
northwest. 


Kentucky reported a"new high peak 


in building estimated at $45,000,000 for 
trie year, while preliminary Louisville 
figures estimated building at 
about 


300 per cent more than ever before. 
Demand for homes was reported keep- 
ing ahead of construction. 


Figures for eight large cities in In- 


diana gave 557,500,000 as the value of 
building permits, compared with $36,- 
200,000 the previous year. 


Omaha reported slightly fewer build- 


ing permits in 1922, but a larger num- 
ber of homes erected, these numbering 
1552 compared with 988 lor 1921. 


Kansas reports' gave a 15 to 20 per 


rent increase 
In 
construction over 


3921. 


Missouri gave an estimate of about 


JS3.000.000 for the year, with St. Louis 
nt $25,000,000 compared with $16,500,- 
000 in 1921. a-.id1 Kansas City at 
$23,- 


000,000 
compared with 
$18.000.000. 


These estimates came from St. Louis 
contracting nrms. 


Oklahoma City reported 
that 
the 


building in that state was not extraor- 
dinary, hut that the construction on 
small homes led. 


Minneapolis, St. Paul and Duluth' 


noted increases in home' building and 
estimated a 3 per cent increase lor the 
state of Minnesota in home 'construc- 
tion in 1922. P. W. Dodge and Com- 
pany estimated that notwithstanding 
the increase in the home item, the 
value of t'otal new construction of all 
classes for the state was about six per 
cent less than in 1921, due in part to 
agricultural conditions. 


MANY MEAT 


ANIMALS ARE 


MARKETED 


(By Associated Press)' 


Washington.—More meat 
animals 


were marketed and materially higher 
prices were obtained by the livestock 
producers of the country last year as 
compared with 1921, according to the 
Department ol Agriculture. 


The combined receipts 
of ' cattle, 


calves, hosrs, sheep and lambs at pub- 
lic stockyards last year amounted to 
89,6-19,002 head, compared with 85,055,- 
815 in-1921 and 87,855,454 in 1920. The 
increase in the combined marketings 
during 1922 over 1921 was ^ 4,593,137 
head or 5.1 per cent and the increase 
over 1920 was 1,793,548 head or 2 per 
cent. It was tl)e exceptionally large 
receipts of cattle, calves and 
hogs 


which resulted in the increases, the 
marketings of sheep and lambs in 1922 
having been the lightest since 1917. 


'The general level of prices during 


1922 was materially higher than a year 
earlier and with the exception of cattle 
during the first five months of the year 
only In rare instances did any class of 
stock drope to the 1921 level. In view 
of the relatively light supplies avail- 
able, lambs led in the upward move-, 
ment of prices, the 1922 average being 
$3.54 higher per 100 Ibs. than for 1921. 
Ewes advanced $1.G9, hogs 71 cents 
and good and medium beef steers 25 
•cents, all per 100 Ibs. 


Compared with 1920, however, 
the 


1P22 prices followed substantially low- 
er levels, hogrs being ?4.69 under the 
1920 level, cattle $4.57, ewes $2.17 and 
lambs $1.92, all per 100 Ibs. 
. One of the outstanding features of 
the livestock market during 1922 was 
the relatively 
heavy movement 
of 


stockers and feeders. The increase in 


receipts was impressive but this move- 
ment was largely neutralized by the 
increase over 1921 in shipments of ani- 
mals back to the country for further 
feeding. 


A fair conception of this shifting of 


the stream of meat animals from the 
shambles back to the feed-lot may be 
gained from the fact that in 1921 
stocker and feeder shipments repre- 
sented S.3 per cent ol the receipts, 
while in 1922 they 
represented 10.8 


per cent. Thus, although during 1922 
receipts of livestock increased 5.1 per 
cent and local slaughter 3.1 per cent, 
stocker and feeder shipments increased 
36.5 per cent over the preceding year 
This single fact serves an an excellent 
•index both of the change in sentiment 
among Jive-stock producers and of the 
improvement in general credit and 
trade conditions during the year Just 
closed. 


An outstanding feature of the cattle 


movement was the 
striking increase 


in the marketing of both western range 
cattle and Canadian cattle. From July: 


15 to Dec. 30 receipts of such stock at 
Chicago alone amounted to 
209.109 


head, compared with 148,614, during 
the corresponding period of 1921, an 
increase of approximately 81 per cent. 


Although during a greater part ol 


1922 cattle prices lagged somewhat be- 
hind those of hogs and sheep, a fact 
which was the basis of rather bitter 
complaint and considerable loss on the 
part of range cattlemen in particular, 
cattle prices were noteworthy in that 
there was an absence of sudden and 
wide fluctuations in price and a stead- 
ily upward trend. During the entire 
year weekly average prices of good and 
medium'beef steers, which grades con- 
stituted more than 75 per cent of the 
steers offered, fluctuated within the 
extremely narrow range of Sl.SC 
per 


100 Ibs. 
Opening prices were within 


10 .cents ol the lowest of the year and 
closing quotations .were only 25 cents 
under the high point.
